The train will go from here 
to Dallas. 
The railroads of the United States 
constructed a total of

The 
Wedding. 
dispute was pol- 
fitical, rather than religious, and led 
to a long series of wars. Catherine de 
Medici, mother of Charles IX. and 
Marguerite de Valois, hated the Hu­ 
guenots and made the following plan 
for their destruction: 
She arranged 
a marriage between Henry, king of 
Navarre (leader of the 
Huguenots) 
and her daughter Marguerite. All the 
Huguenot leaders were 
Invited 
to 
Paris for the ceremony. 
While they 
were there 
a 
wholesale massacre 
was to take place on St. Bartholo­ 
mew’s day, and no Huguenot to be left 
alive. 
Marguerite was as clever as she 
was beautiful. She did not relish the 
idea of being made a pawn in this 
game of murder. 
Hence her refusal 
to make the marriage responses. Yet, 
when the wedding was actually over, 
she did all in her power to save her 
young husband from the fate decreed 
for him. 
So successful was she that | 
in spite of Catherine’s plots Henry 
was not killed in the ensuing “Massa­ 
cre of St. Bartholomew.” 
But thou­ 
sands of his fellow Huguenots were 
slaughtered in cold blood and his own 
life hung by a thread. To Marguerite’s 
tact and the frequent warnings she 
gave him he owed his safety. 
That 
the strangely mated couple grew to 
care very much for each other, in 
their own free-and-easy way, is cer­ 
tain. 
Though it was rot the sort of 
love that endured, yet while it lasted 
both Henry and Marguerite were the 
gainers. By saving Henry from death 
his wife changed the whole history of 
France. 
For he was destined to be­ 
come that country’s greatest king. In­ 
cidentally, she won for herself the 
title of “Queen of Navarre” and ruled 
a gay court of her own In her hus­ 
band’s little kingdom. 
Henry was ex­ 
iled from Paris. 
Marguerite, against 
her family’s wish, insisted on follow­ 
ing him to Navarre. 
There the two 
planned a series of diplomatic master­ 
strokes that strengthened the Hugue­ 
not cause and made Henry’s name fa­ 
mous throughout France.

She was allowed to keep her title of 
“Queen of Navarre,” and received ai 
yearly income on which she maintain­ 
ed a little court of her own in Paris. 
Her palace became the resort of learn­ 
ing and fashion, 
She spent so much 
money in keeping up this private es­ 
tablishment that Henry’s miserly soul 
was sorely vexed. Yet he and she al­ 
ways remained good friends. He con­ 
stantly came to her for advice and 
aid in matters of diplomacy.

."unheard” w&ioa men are peaceable. 


upright citizens. 
The noisy, violent 
ones get into office and the leaders of 
the great Labor Trust know how to 
m ass this kind of men, in labor con­ 
ventions and thus carry out the lead­ 
ers' schemes, frequently abhorrent to 
the rank and file: so it w7as at the late 
Toronto convention. 
The paid delegates would applaud 
and “resolute” as Gompers wanted, but 
now and then some of the real work­ 
ingmen insist on being heard, some­ 
times at the risk of their lives. 
Delegate Egan is reported to have 
said at the Toronto convention: 
“If the officers 
of 
the federation 
would only adhere to the law we wrould 
think a lot more of them .” 
The Grand Council of the Provincial 
W orkingm en’s Ass’n of Canada has 
declared in favor of severing all con­ 
nections with unions in the U. S., say­ 
ing “any union having its seat of 
Gov’t in America, and pretending to be 
international in its scope, m ust fight 
industrial battles according to Ameri­ 
can methods. Said methods have con­ 
sequences which are abhorrent to the 
law-abiding people of Canada involving 
hunger, misery, riot, bloodshed 
and 
m urder, all of which might be term ed 
as a result of the practical war now 
in progress in our fair provinces and 
directed by foreign emissaries of the 
United Miners of America.” 
T h at is an honest Canadian view of 
our infamous “Labor T rust.” 
A few days ago the daily papers 
printed the following: 
(By the Associated Press.)) 
W ashington, I). C., Nov. IO.—Char­ 
acterizing the attitude of Samuel Gom­ 
pers, John Mitchell and Frank Mor­ 
rison of the American Federation of 
Labor in the contempt proceedings in 
the courts of the District of Columbia, 
in connection with the Bucks’ Stove 
and range company, as “a willful, pre­ 
m editated violation of the law,” Simon 
Burns, general m aster workman of the 
general assembly, Knights of Labor, 
has voiced a severe condemnation of 
these three leaders. 
Mr. Burns ex­ 
pressed his confidence in courts in gen­ 
eral and in those of the District of 
Columbia in particular. 
APPROVED BY DELEGATES. 
This rebuke by Burns was in his an ­ 
nual report to the general assembly of 
his organization. 
He 
received 
the 
hearty approval of the delegates who 
heard it read at their annual meeting 
in this city. 
“There is no tru st or combination of 
capital in the wrorld,” said Mr. Burns, 
“th at violates laws oftener than do the 
tru st labor organizations, which resort 
to more dishonest, unfair and dishon­ 
orable methods toward their competi­ 
tors than any tru st or combinations in 
the country.” 
Mr. Burns said the action of “these 
so-called leaders” would 
he harm ful 
for years to come whenever attem pts 
were made to obtain labor legislation. 
“The Labor Digest,” 
a reputable 
w orkingm an’s paper, says, as part of 
an article entitled “The beginning of 
the end of Gompersism, many organ­ 
izations becoming tired of the rule-or- 
ruin policies which have been en­ 
forced by the 
president of the 
A. 
F. of L.” 
“T hat he has m aintained his leader­ 
ship for so long a time in the face of 
his stubborn clinging to policies which 
the more thoughtful workingmen have 
seen for years m ust be abandoned, has 
been on account partly of the senti­ 
mental feeling on the part of the or 
ganizations that he ought not to he de­ 
posed, and the unwillingness of the 
men who were mentioned for the place, 
to accept a nomination in opposition to 
him. 
In addition to this, there is no 
denying the shrew dness of the leader 
of the A. F. of L., and his political sa­ 
gacity, which has enabled him to keep 
a firm grip on the machinery of the or­ 
ganization, and to have his faithful 
henchmen in the positions where they 
could do him the most good whenever 
their services might be needed. 
“Further than this, he has never 
failed, at the last conventions, to have 
some sensation to spring on the con­ 
vention at the psychological moment 
which would place him In the light of 
a martyr to tho caus# Bf unionism, and 


excite a wrave of sym pathetic enthusi­ 
asm for him, which would carry the 
delegates off their feet, and result in 
his re-election. 
“T hat his long leadership, and this 
apparent impossibility to fill his place 
has gone to his head, and made him 
imagine that he is much greater a man 
than he really is, is undoubtedly the 
case, and accounts for the tactics he 
has adopted in dealing with questions 
before congress, where he has unneces­ 
sarily antagonized men to whom or­ 
ganized labor m ust look for recogni­ 
tion of their demands, and where labor 
m easures are often opposed on account 
of this very antagonism, which would 
otherw ise receive support. 
“There is no doubt but w hat organ­ 
ized labor in this country would be 
much stronger with a leader who was 
more in toueh with conditions as they 
actually exist, and who would bring to 
the front the new policies which organ­ 
ized labor m ust adopt if it expects to 
even m aintain its present standing, to 
say nothing of making future progress.’* 
We quote portions of another article, 
a reprint, from the same labor paper: 
“Organized labor, through its lead­ 
ers, m ust recognize the m istakes of the 
past if they expect to perpetuate their 
organizations or to develop the move­ 
m ent which they head. No movement, 
no organization, no nation can develop 
beyond 
the 
intellects 
which 
guide 
these organizations, and if the leaders 
are dominated by a selfish motive the 
organization will become tinged with 
a spirit of selfishness, which has never 
appealed to mankind in any walk of 
life at any time since history began. 
“It can he said in extenuation of cer­ 
tain leaders of organized labor that 
the precarious position which they oc­ 
cupy as leaders has had a tendency to 
cause them to lose sight of the object 
behind the organization. 
The natural 
instinct in man for power and position 
is in no small m easure responsible for 
the mistakes of the leaders, not neces­ 
sarily in labor unions alone, but in 
every branch of society. 
This desire 
for power and leadership and personal 
aggrandizem ent causes men who have 
been earnest and sincere in their ef­ 
forts in the s ta rt to deteriorate into 
mere politicians whose every act and 
utterance is tinged 
with 
the desire 
to cater to the baser passions of the 
working majority in the societies or 
organizations and this is undoubtedly 
true when applied to Lie present lead­ 
ers of the Federation of Labor. 
We 
mention the Federation of Labor par­ 
ticularly in this article, because that 
organization is the only organization 
of labor which has yet found itself in 
direct opposition to the laws of the 
and. There are other organizations of 
labor whose leaders have made mis­ 
takes, but they have always kept them ­ 
selves and their organizations within 
the bounds of the law and respected 
the rights of every other man in con­ 
sidering the rights of them selves and 
their constituency; whereas, the motto 
of the Federation is just the reverse, 
and unless the leaders conform them ­ 
selves and their organization in accord­ 
ance with the laws of the land, the 
leaders and the organization 
itself 
m ust be disintegrated and pass into 
history, for in America the common 
sense of m ankind is developed to a 
greater extent than in any other nation 
on the earth, and the people, who are 
the court of last resort in this country, 
will never allow any system to develop 
in this country which does not m eet 
with the approval of the majority of 
the citizens of the country.- 
“This m ust have forced itself upon 
the leaders of the Federation by this 
time. 
If it has not, the leaders m ust 
he eliminated. The organization which 
they head has done many meritorious 
things in times past and the people are 
always ready and willing to acknowl­ 
edge the benefits which their efforts 
have brought to their constituency as 
a whole, but at the present time labor 
organizations in general, and the Fed­ 
eration of Labor in particular, stand 
before the bar of public opinion, hav­ 
ing been convicted of selfishness and a 
disposition to rule all the people of 
tho country In the interest of th a few. 
The people are patient and awaiting lo 


see if the object lesson which they 
have been forced to give to these lead­ 
ers is going to be recognized and if they 
are going to conform them selves and 
their future work and actions in ac­ 
cordance thereto.” 
Let the people remember that com­ 
ment, “The Federation of Labor in par­ 
ticular stands before the bar of publio 
opinion having been convicted of sef- 
fishness and a disposition to rule all 
the people of the country in the inter* 
est of the few .” 
The great 90 per cent of Americans 
do not take kindly 
to the acts 
of 
tyranny of these trust leaders openly 
demanding that all people bow down to 
the rules of the Labor Trust and we 
are treated to the hum iliating specta­ 
cle of our Congress and even the Chief 
Executive entertaining these convicted 
law-breakers and listening with consid­ 
eration to their insolent demands that 
the very laws be changed to allow 
them to safely carry on their plan of 
gaining control over the affairs of the 
people. 
The sturdy workers of America have 
come to know the tru th about these 
“m artyrs sacrificing them selves in the 
noble cause of labor” but it’s only the 
hysterical ones who swell up and cry 
over the aforesaid “heroes,” reminding 
one of the two rom antic elderly maids 
who, weeping copiously, were discov­ 
ered by the old janitor at Mt. Vernon. 
“W hat is it ails you ladies?” 
Taking the handkerchief from one 
swollen red eye, between sobs she said: 
“ Why we have so long revered the 
memory of George W ashington th at 
we feel it a privilege to come here and 
weep at his tomb.' 
“Yas’m, yas’m, yo’ shore has a desire 
to express yo’ sym pathy but yo' are 
overflowin’ at de wrong spot, yo’ ii 
weepin’ at de ice house.” 
Don’t get maudlin about law-break­ 
ers who must be punished if the very 
existence of our people is to be main­ 
tained. 
If you have any surplus sympathy It 
can be extended to the honest workers 
who continue to earn food when th reat­ 
ened and are frequently 
hurt 
and 
sometimes killed before the courts can 
intervene to protect them. 
Now the Labor T rust leaders de­ 
mand of Congress th at the courts be 
stripped of power to issue injunctions 
to prevent them from assaulting or per­ 
haps m urdering men who dare earn 
a living when ordered by the Labor 
T rust to quit work. 
Don’t “weep at the Ice House” and 
don’t permit any set of law-breakers 
to bully our courts, if your voice and 
vote can prevent. Be sure and write 
your Representatives and Senators in 
Congress asking them not to vote for 
any measure to prevent the courts 
/rom protecting homes, property and 
persons from attack by paid agents of 
this great Labor Trust. 
Let every reader write, and write 
now. 
Don’t sit silent and allow the organ­ 
ized and paid men of this great trust 
to force Congress to believe they rep­ 
resent the great m asses of the Amer­ 
ican people. 
Say your say and let 
your representatives in Congress know 
that you do not want to be governed 
under new laws which would empower 
the Labor Trust leaders with legal 
right to tell you when to work, Wherel 
For whom! 
At what price! W hat to 
buy! 
W hat not to buy! 
Whom to 
vote for! 
How much you shall pay 
per month in fees to the Labor Trust! 
etc., etc., etc. 
This power is now being demanded 
by the passage of laws in Congress. 
Tell your Senators and 
Representa­ 
tives plainly that you don’t want them 
to vote for any measure that will allow 
any set of men either 
representing 
Capital or Labor to govern and dic­ 
tate to the common people, who prefer 
to he free to go and come, work or 
not .and vote for whom they please. 
Every man’s liberty will disappear 
when the leaders of the great Labor 
Trust or any other trust can ride rough 
shod over people and mass their forces 
to prevent our courts from affording 
protection.

The Brisk W ind Caused the Left W ing 
to Break In a Sharp

Bordeaux, Jan. 5.—Leon De Le- 
grange, the French aviator, almost 
the foremost of those who have set 
out to conquer the air, was instant* 
ly killed here while making a flight 
in the presence of a great crowd. A 
strong, uncertain wind prevailed, but 
wifh characteristic, boldness De Le- 
gran^e faced it in the same mono­ 
plane in which he made a record of 
fifty-three miles an hour at the Don­ 
caster meeting last year. 
He circled the aerodrome, seem­ 
ing to have his machine under good 
control, and yet at times it heeled 
dangerously to the wind. 
On the 
third rounu, when at a height of be­ 
tween sixty and seventy feet, he in­ 
creased his speed. He swung wide at 
the turns, but at the lower end of 
the aerdrome he attempted to de­ 
scribe a sham curve. 
The machine 
was seen to sway. 
The left wing 
was broken and the right wing imme­ 
diately 
collapsed. 
The 
aeroplane 
came plunging to the earth and it 
turned half over as it fell, with the 
aviator clinging to the seat. In this 
way it crashed to the ground, with 
De Lagrange beneath the heavy mo­ 
tor crushing out his life.

The percentage of 
deaths 
from 
consumption 
among 
males exposed to organic dust is 23, 
while the percentage for all males 
in the registration area is 14.8. 
The 
percentage of deaths from tuberculo­ 
sis among workers exposed to metal­ 
lic dust is very much higher.
